The most remarkable feature of the 
gun is that no explosive is used and that 
its missiles are projected by an agency, 
the nature of which is a profound secret, 
which, without noise or smoke, is capable 
of disci urging the almost incredible Diim 
ber of 200,000 shots a minute. 

The gun resembles a field piece of the 
modern type. Over the barrel are some 
cylinders, surrounded by a pressure gauge, 
and to the rear is a shoulder piece, such 
as it commonly attached to rapid-fire 
guns.
